Washington, Aug. S.— Samuel Com 
pers, president of the Am erican Fed­ 
eration of Labor, in discussing the in­ 
junction which has tem porari’y broken 
the street cur strike in Des Moines, 
la., said: 
"The judge’s order is simply the 
logical result of an illogical premise. 
It is the natural development of the 
unnatural abuse of the injunction. The 
Whole policy of the species of injunc­ 
tion has been to tie the men of labor 
to their work and to make ineffectual 
any effort to secure improvement in 
the condition of the worker or to ef­ 
fectually protest against the deteriora­ 
tion in the condition of the workers. 
“ That has been the purpose and the 
policy of the judges who have issued 
the injunctions against workmen en­ 
gaged in a dispute with employers— 
injunctions which never would have 
been issued against other citizens or 
even against the same workmen were 
they not engaged in a labor dispute 
with 
employers. 
The 
purpose and 
policy is to tie the workmen to their 
work 
In other words, to bring them 
into a condition of slavery. 
“ W hen a man is compelled to work 
under conditions which are onerous to 
him, which he regards as unjust, say. 
because of insufficient compensation 
or return for labor performed.” con­ 
tinued the leader, “ and he is com­ 
pelled by the edict of a Judge to work 
against his will or to suffer, or to go 
to prison for his failure to abide by 
the order of the court to work, that 
moment slavery has been established.”

Freight Traffic Officials Estim ate Rul­ 


ing of Interstate Commerce Commis­ 


sion W ill Mean Heavy Loss in Reve­ 


nue to Lines Affected— Meeting to 


Determine W hether to Abide by De­ 


cision or Appeal.

8.— Executive 
and 
fr«*ight traffic officials of the big trans- j 
continental railroad systems from all | 
parts of the W est met for a protract­ 
ed conference in the rooms of the , 
Transcontinental Freight bureau. They | 
will consider the steps necessary to j 
be taken as a result of the recent de- ! 
cisions of the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission in the Spokane case order­ 
ing a complete readjustment of the 
W estern rate system. 
It was estimated that the decision 
would cost the roads a loss in reve­ 
nue of approximately 
110,000,000 a 
year in revenues. 
The meeting i* ex 
peeted to determine whether the roads 
will abide by the decision without pro­ 
test or seek an appeal to the com­ 
merce court, w'hich will bring about a 
final ruling from the supreme court as j 
to the constitutionality of the long 
and short haul clause. 
The mam purpose of the meeting is 
to allow the traffic men to form some 
opinion as to the effect of the orders 
on the movement of traffic and also 
methods of putting into effect the rate 
principles enunciated by the commis­ 
sion. 
The commission did not tix defi­ 
nite rates as applied to the commodity 
tariffs which move the bulk of the 
business, but outlined a percentage 
system of basing rates to th«* interme­ 
diate points with 
reference to the 
rates charged to the Pacific coast. 
Therefore a multitude of details must 
be considered before a plan of mak­ 
ing a set of rates to conform with the 
order can be evolved. 
At the lirst session it was stated 
that no concrete proposition was ad­ 
vanced, th«* conference being taken 
up with h general discussion of the 
farreaching 
questions involved, 
the 
transcontinental system being by far 
the most complicated in the country. 
After the traffic officials have consid­ 
ered the effect oil the movement of 
business the question of an appeal 
will be put up to the lawyers. 
All of the big Western systems and 
many shorter lines were represented, 
as the rates affect all parts of the 
W est directly.
